With respect to rejection over Wang, Atkinson and Dammond, the applicant argues that device taught by Wang is not 
frameless. The applicant points out that Wang lacks any teaching or suggestion that the double clip serves the function of holding 
together the overlay sections. The examiner contends that the clip taught by Wang inherently holds the front and rear panel together. The 
fact that Wang may use an additional securing means does not negate that the clip also holds the front and rear panel. 

In addition, the applicant argues that Atkinson does not teach a clip sized and shaped to hold together front and rear panels. 
However, Atkinson is cites to show the use of double and signal clips to support a plurality of frames.
